SUBJECT Participation by OCI and DDCI in Midcereer 
Course No. 6 


1. This memorandum suggests action on the part of the Director 
of Central Intelligence and the Deputy Director of Central Intelligence. 
This action is contained in Paragraph 3. 


2. We are hopeful that both Mr. McCone and General Carter can 
participate in the forthcoming Midcareer Executive Development Course. 


3. We would Hke to have the Director deliver a fifteen to twenty 
minute address during the opening session of the Course, and to have 
General Carter make the closing address and present gracuation certiti-~ 
cates on the final day. We would be equally pleased, oi course, to 
have the order of appearance reversed. 


4, The initial session of the Course is scheduled to be held on 
Wednesday, 28 April 1965, in Room 7D64 Headquarters Building. The 
talk by the DCI or the DDCI is planned tor 1330 hours. However, it 
can be arranged for any time between 133u and 1530 hours. The address 
might be in the nature of a welconie to the members of Midcareer Execu - 
tive Development Course Ne. 6 and might include observations concerm~ 
ing the value to the Agency of the Course and of the Midcareer Training 
Program. The talk might touch upon the need for manegerial know-how, 
for the highest standards of professionalism in all aspects of the Agency's 
endeavors, and for increased awareness of the problems and opportunities 
facing the U.S. Government both at home and abroad.
